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Caring for the Poor. 


'In-considering the question of relief for IhC'poor the mayor 


qf.a-New England city recommends (o the board of overseers 
that the/distribution of baskets of provisions be stopped and 
that-families in need of assistance.be given?money instead. 
HiS'p'bjecl in asking for -this change '.is. to. shield ;the.recipients 
ofraidfrom the publicity that attends the distribution of bas- 
kets.^ He :says "it 'informs everybody in the neighborhood 
who'is receiving city aid," and considers this^a needless humil- 
iation,.which can'be avoided by supplying-money instead of 
provisions. 


This recommendation by the mayor is prompted by a kindly 


motive; and.yet,it is to be questioned whether it would be 
wiseifor the average city to follow his .advice. A majority of 
people-wile have come to want have done so through unwise 
use of the means they have had, arid for the city to place cash 
in their hands would be to place it where there is every reason 
to .fear that it would not be used to the best advantage. Fur- 
thermore, (he city should be able to buy for a large number of 
people more advantageously than the,recipients would be able 
to buy in driblets, consequently there should be a substantial 
saving where the buying ;is .done -by the city rather than by 
individuals who have demonstrated (heir incapacity to pro- 
tect themselves against the ^necessity of public aid. 


While relief of the poor should not be unduly advertised 


and no needless humiliation should be imposed, it is quite 
possible to go too far in the opposite direction, for there are 
people in every city who would draw on the public treasury to 
the limit if they could do so without having it known, and 
some who do not hesitate to do so, regardless of any attending 
publicity. 


But the great danger accompanying the distribution of cash 


instead of provisions would be the temptation, of'the, recipients 
to spend at least some of the money for non-essentials. In 
some of the smaller cities, where the people are known to each 
other better than.in the large centers,,it is not uncommon for 
those having the care of the poor to, see persons who are 
wholly or partly dependent upon the 'city for support patron- 
izing the moving picture houses, and sometimes the saloons. 


In the city referred to casfvpayments in the work of charity 


may be advisable for reasons not understood elsewhere, but 
the chances are that the average community would make a 
grievous mistake by handing money to its dependents instead 
of supplying them with necessities or' orders therefor. 


A New York burglar who had spent 23 years in prison was 


recently in court again and pleaded guilty to another offense 
along the line of breaking and entep^ ,he asked to be sent 
to a different prison for the sake o'f^ieliaiigc.'and was accom- 
modated. Will the time come whsin 'rtofeipriSons of the coun- 
try, like contending armies, will have exchanges of prisoners 
in order to provide for them that variety which is the spice of 
life? 


The Thaw case continues to occupy its little niche in the 


papers, but is largely overshadowed by more important mat- 
ters. Yet in reality this is a matter of no small importance, 
and that it has not been disposed of long before now shows 
that there are some kinks in American jurisprudence which 
demand remedial attention. 


It is said that tea grown in California may be one of the
